Kanagawa 251-0038, Japan, 
DECLARE THAT: 

1 . Ms. Makiko Ikeda is a joint inveptor in Application No. 09/324168 filed on 
June 2, 1999 (hereinafter the above-identified application). 

2. Ms. Makiko Ikeda changed her family name to Miyamoto by her marriage 
on August 24, 2002. 

3. Ms. Miyamoto retired from Hitachi, Ltd. on July 31 , 2003. 

4. Under my supervision, the following actions were performed to have Ms. 
Miyamoto execute the supplemental declaration for reissue patent application to 
correct "error" statement for the above-identified application. 

5. We obtained the last known address of Ms. Miyamoto, 340-12-401 , 
Sengen- chou 4-choume, Nishi-ku, Yokohama-shi, Kanagawa 220-0072, Japan, 
and the last known telephone number, 045-31 1-0083 from the Management division 
and from the colleague of the department to which Ms. Miyamoto belonged.

7. We sent the supplemental declaration for reissue patent application of the 
above-identified application, naming Ms. Miyamoto as a joint inventor and to be 
signed by her to the last known address of Ms. Miyamoto, by registered mail on 
August 5.
